Jordan went on to New York, and will 
probably visit President Roosevelt at 
Oyster Bay for the purpose of pre- 
senting in person the requests of the 
cotton planters for a complete clean 
lip in the crop statistics business of 
the government. 


"I have received no 
further 
re- 


quests from Secretary Wilson or the 
department of justice to assist in the 
investigation," said 
Cheatham. 
"I 


am here to safeguard the interests of 
tlfe association. I notice that-Wilson 
says the New York brokers are gam- 
blers and he will not believe them. 
Surely they are entitled to as much 
credence "as men of the

Cheatham was told that Wilson had 


announced that without evidence of 
actual wrongdoing he would not dis-

"I'm not going to say at this time,"

WILSON MAY RESIGN 


Washington, July 14.—Secretary of 


Agriculture Wilson, it is rumored 
here, will retire from the cabinet as 
a result of the cotton leak—not be- 
cause he is implicated in the slightest 
degree, or because his integrity is 
questioned.

He is being cared for in a re- 
treat a short distance from the city on 
Long Island, but the place is kept se- 
cret. It is ?aid the events that have 
moved so fast 
since his resignation 


have affected his mind and aggravated 
his condition. For some time, however 
Equitable matters 
have been 
kept 


from him. So serious is his affliction 
that friends doubt if he can recover. 


Alexander was 
born 
in 1839, his 


father being the Rev. James W. Alex- 
ander, once pastor of the Fifth avenue 
Presbyterian church. He studied law, 
but went into the Equitable society 
when it was formed by Henry B. Hyde, 
early taking the post of vice president. 
He was made president in 1899 upon 
the death of Mr. Hyde and retained his 
post until the disclosures forced his 
resignation. He is a member of 'many 
clubs and a director of a number of 
corporations.
